The Act to incorporate the Mar- 
itime Canal Ccmpany of Nicara- 
gua, now pending in the House, is 
intended to favilitate commercial 
intercourse by water between the 

Atlantic and Pacific States as well 

as with foreign nations. It is the 

most direct and practicable step 
which has yet been taken to unite 
the waters of the two great oceans 
in this important interest, and to 
relegate the long voyage around 
Cape Horn to the traditions of the 
past. The bill is simply in the na- 
ture of an incorporating act. It 
does not commit the Government 
to the expenditure ofa dollar, but 
simply enables the incorporators 


‘to avail themselves of the conces- 


sions made to the company by the 
Republic of Nicaragua. No guar- 
antees are asked either as to pres- 
ent or prospective expenses. The 
bill, in short, amounts to nothing 
more than a national reconmen- 
dation of the enterprise, with pro- 
visions as to how the company 
shall be conducted. It is expressly 
stipulated that “nothing in the Act 
shall ve deemed or construed to in 
any wise restrict or impair any 
right of the United States under 
auy treaty in force with the Repub- 
lic of Nicaragua;” and Congress is 
furthermore empowered “at all 
times to alter, amend or repeal the 
Act, when in its judgmeut the 
ublic good may so require.” 

The bill passed the Senate on the 
27th of February last by the de- 
cisive vote of 38 to 15. That it 
was not considered a partisan 
measure is evidenced by the fact 
that eleven Democratic Senators 
Messrs. Brown, Colquitt, Daniel, 
Gormen, Gray, Hearst, Morgan, 
Payne, Pugh, Saulsbrury and ‘lur- 
pie—voted in the affimative. The 
vbjections to it were mostly ofa 
technical character and not sug- 
gestive of any iutriusic defect in 
the merits of the measure. That

reason to doubt. No measure da- 
signed to facilitate inter-oceanic 
commerce has ever been presented 
to the cunsideration vf Congress 
that speaks so well for itself. As 
1 have before stated, it is a thor- 
oughly American undertaking by 
which nut commerce merely is tu 
be benetited, but carries with it 
facilities for the proper defense ot 
both American coasts that iu uo 
other way could be so effectively 
provided.

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RE NOS WATER SUPPLY. 
A Visit of Imepection te the Heser- 
veirs. 7 

From time to time, especially dur- 
ing the summer months, complaints 
are heard regarding the quality of water 
supplied our people for drinking and 
domestic purposes by the Reno Water 
Company, and in some cases, notably 
at the present time, the assertion is 
made that the few cases of low fever 
now in town Were caused by the af- 
flicted drinking unsparingly of the 
water supplied by the company. These 
rumors and assertions were born two 
years ago when the reservoirs were in- 
deed in a deplorable condition, and it 
was mainly through the efforts of the 
Gazette that the evils complained of 
at that time were-remedied, but at the 
present time the Gazerre unhesitat- 
ingly, in the absence of scientific proof 
to the contrary, states that the water 
now supplied to the people (f Reno is 
as pure and wholesome as it is pos 
sible for the company to make it. 

The complaints above alluded to, 
coming to the notice of a Gazerre rep- 
resentative, he this morning called 
upon Superintendent Pierce Evans and 


requested permission to inspect the 
reservoirs, the ditches and the filter. 
The req was readily granted, and 
accompanied by the Superintendent, 
the scribe proceeded to the reservoirs, 
fully expecting to find material for an 
article which would depreciate the 
value of the company’s stock and ren- 
der its officers fit objects for pam 
scorn and derision. Unhappily for his 
journalistic pride, but happily for 
the people of Keno, he found every- 
thing in first-class condition, the res- 
ervoirs well supplied with pure Water, 
and the filter performing its allotted 
task admirably. To explain the work- 
ings of the latter would take up too 
much space, but it is sufficient to state 
that, although homely and uncouth 
in appearance, it has proved to be one 
of the best filters ever used by a water 
company. The water is conveyed 
from the main ditch to the filter, and 
passes through a series of screens to 
the bottom of the tank, the last 
named being divided into several! 
compartments by wire screens, the 
meshes of which are infinite-imal, 
thus preventing all foreign matter from 
getting into the compartment above. 
This compartment is divided from the 
lower one by a wire screen, sixteen 
meshes to the inch, on top of which is 
laid to a depth of several feet, animal 
charcoal, gravel and sand. The water 
in the lower compartment is forced up 
through the screen, charcoal, etc., by 
a pressure equal to sixty tons, and 
every particle of foreign substance is 
securely impounded, and the pure 
water forces itself to the top of the 
tank, from whence it is drawn off into 
a flume which conveys it to the reser- 
voir assigned for consumers. All 
deleterious matter is separated in the 
tank or filter, and is drawn olf through 
u pipe into a ditch which is used solely 
for irrigating purposes The workings 
of the filter were explained by the 
Superintendent and the reporter was 
afforded an opportunity to inspect and 
observe tlie various processes. The 
two exit pipes are placed side by side 
—out of one caine the impure water; 
out of the other a stream as pure and 
clear as when it first left the snow-clad 
peak of the mountain which gave it 
virth. 

The reservoirs were also found, after 
a careful inspection, to be in first-class 
condition. Reservoir No. 1, which 
supplies the town with water for do- 
mestic purposes, is 12 feet deep, 80x200 
feet in area, and holds at the present 
time 1,000,0.0 gallons of water. That 
amount is disposed of every twenty- 
four hours, and is replenished from the 
filter as fast as it is used, thus being 
kept fresh and pure. 

Reservoir No. 2 adjvinson the north, 
is 10% feet deep, and bas a capacity of 
-0,000,000 gallons, which is always 
kept well supplied with water for fire 
2 etc. The company also has 
a third reservoir which is not in use 
during the summer, but in winter 
millions of gallons of water are stored 
for use in case of an emergency. The 
three reservoirs are models of neatness, 
are attentively cared for, and are kept 
in as good, if not better condition, than 
* ou the Pacific Coast. 

he complaints, whatever their ori-

The iconoclast who rudely 

yroke my idol langhed heartily when I 

old bim of my creation and, making «a 

‘lean breast of it one night we hauled the 

l fellow into a “refreshment saloon,“ 

mm the corner of Fulton and South, and 

lrowned my disconcertation in the flow- 

ng bowl. My thoughts run in this chan” 
vel this evening, because as I passed the 

Fifth Avenue Theatre I met a magnifi- 

ent looking man. He wore a slouch hat, 

xis high, broad forehead was fringed by 

shaggy eyebrows, underneath which fairly 

zieamed two superb and souMul eyes, 

(lis side-whiskers roughly set off a rude 

ind rugged countenance, massive iu its 

letail and giving every evidence of 

strength and power, His stout neck led 

to a pair of hereulean shoulders and a 

physique that any prize-fighter in con- 

dition might be content to envy. I no.
